Lin^lle, who escaped from 'the east­ 
ern asy lu m for the insane at Rich­ 
mond fou r y ears ago and who has 
been acting v ery peaceable since that 
time u ntil y esterday when he went 
wild again iat Mu ncie and is now 
lock ed in the jail there. The Gwy nne­ 
v ille man was here to see Joe Cow­ 
ing, one of the tru stees of the asy ­ 
lu m, to learn whether his brother 
had been ou t on parole or whether he 
had 
been completely 
released. 
In 
that ev ent it will be 
necessary to 
tak e ou t new papers in order k o place 
him there again. Mr. Cowing referred 
him to the au thorities at Richmond 
to fijid the tru e state of affairs. 


It will be remembered that John 
Linv ille formerly liv ed near Arling­ 
ton, when he became v iolently insane 
« and was placed in the asy lu m. Abou t 
fou r y ears ago he managed to es­ 
cape and has been at large since that 
time. He was seen at Carthage abou t 
Itwo y ears ago, bu t aside from that, 
¡local people! (k new nothing of his 
whereabou ts. 
It dev elops that -he 
has been at Mu ncie for the past two 
y ears, where he has 
been 
liv ing 
peaceably and has acqu ired some 
property . 
The Mu ncie Press say s of 
his arrest y esterday : 


Believ ing himself to be k ing o’er 
all, John Linv ille of 27 9 8 Sou th Lib­ 
erty sitreet, was arrested Thu rsday 
morning and is being held in jail for 
safe k eeping. 
Linv ille is a bachelor 
and of late 
has been 
walk ing the 
street a great deal and his strange 
actions hav e been attracting atten­ 
tion. Thu rsday the brain storm brok e 
loose, and for a few minu tes Linv ille 
thou ght all those who were walk ing 
on W alnu t street were his su bjects. 
He was stopping people and ask ing 
them to look him in the ey e when a r­ 
rested by the police a t the corner of 
Charles and W alnu t streets. 


The demented man was tak en to 
the cou nty jail. 
He has no relativ es 
in Mu ncie, bu t an inv estigation shows 
lie has a brother in Shelby cou nty , 
and he has been sent 
word of the 
Mu ncie man’s plight. Linv ille will be 
held in jail u ntil relativ es are heard 
from, bu t it is thou ght an insanity 
commission will be heW, ov er him and 
he will be tak en to tire State asy lu m 
at Richmond.

Representative, Who Introduced Bill, 


Openly Declares its Purpose— 


to Elect Democratic Judge. 


There was great rejoicing in New 
Castle last night abou t six o’clock , 
when the word was receiv ed f&at the 
hou se of representativ es in Indiana­ 
polis had mu tilated and laid to rest 
the famou s Billman m easu re; 
there 
was weeping and gnashing of teeth 
in Shelby v ille, while in Ru shv ille, the 
last of the three cou rts which wou ld 
be affected by the proposed change 
of ju dicial districts, the u su al ©aim 
prev ailed. The bill was k illed by the 
v ery close v ote of 43 to 42, the Re­ 
pu blican minority and a v ery few of 
•the Democratic way ority 
doing the 
work . 
Represen tati/re Billman of Shelby 
cou nty , the father of the bill, which 
wou ld mak e a separate ju dicial dis­ 
trict of the Shelby 
circu it 
cou rt, 
which is now joined with the Ru sh 
circu it cou rt in » the six teenth ju dicial 
district, and place the local cou rt 
with Henry cou nty , which is now in a 
separate district, 
declared on .the 
floor of the Hou se y esterday that he 
had not giv en u p. 
He said that he 
wou ld hav e the v ote reconsidered. 
The attorney s of New Castle and 
the cou rt officials of the Henry cir­ 
cu it cou rt 
hav e 
made 
the most 
strenu ou s fight against » the measu re 
and so it was that the most activ e 
fight was made against the measu re 
on the floor of « the hou se y esterday 
afternoon by Representativ e George 
Williams of Knightstown. 
He de­ 
clared in defense of the bill that Hen­ 
ry cou nty at present had all of the 
cou rt bu siness she cou ld attend to 
and that the Ru sh circu it work being 
thrown on her shou lders wou ld only 
serv e to congest the cou rt and inju re 
it as a department of ju stice. 
Representativ e 
Billman defended 
the measu re on the Hou se before the 
v ote was tak en, u sing all of his pow­ 
ers of persu asion in attempt to swing 
the v ote-in fav or of his bill. 
He re­ 
sorted to the last, card which he held 
u p his sleev e, when he openly declar­ 
ed that the passage of the bill wou ld 
insu re a Democratic ju dge for all 
eternity . 
This is the first time that 
« the pu rpose of the measu re has been 
openly stated, althou gh it has been 
asserted by New Castle papers that 
thejbill was pu rely a party measu re. 
Ru shv ille attorney s and cou rt of­ 
ficials hav e tak en little interest in the 
fight, which New 
Castle 
lawy ers, 
newspapers and cou rt officials hav e 
been battling v igilantly to defeat the 
measu re. Ru shv ille attorney s did not 
giv e the maitter mu ch seriou s thou ght 
althou gh they saw no reason 
for 
changing the present district. 
The 
only fear ¡that they did hav e, if the 
bill was passed, was that the terms 
of « the local cou rt might be redu ced 
from fiv e to fou r week s. 
Three or 
fou r attorney s from here were pres­ 
ent when the v ote was tak en y ester­ 
day afternoon, bu t took no action in 
the fight. 
Ru shv ille attorney s ex pressed the 
opinion last night that possibly Bill­ 
man wou ld mak e another attem pt to 
get a separate cou rt for his cou nty 
by introdu cing a new bill, pu rporting 
«to join Ru sh cou nty with some cou n­ 
ty , other than Henry . 
I t has been 
su ggested that Ru sh be joined with 
Fay ette cou nty . 
It is generally be­ 
liev ed that if su ch a billtwere intro­ 
du ced a« t this time it wou ld nev er be 
passed at this session.

This Measure Prov ides For the Gov ­ 
ernment of Cities That So Elect by a 
Board of Fiv e Commissioners 
Upon 
Whom Shall Rest Powers at Present 
Possessed by the Sev eral Boards and 
Administrativ e Officers of Cities. 


Indianapolis, Feb . 17.—The purpose 
of a b ill introduced in the senate b y 
Senator Harlan of Marion county, at 
the req uest of some of the memb ers of 
the Commercial club is the priv ilege 
of any city to adopt a commission 
form of gov ernment if it so desires. 
Th^ commission plan in b rief is that 
a city shall b e gov erned b y a b oard of 
fiv e commissioners, elected without re­ 
gard to party ticket. 
This commis­ 
sion, according to the term s of the b ill, 
should possess all the powers now 
possessed or hereafter conferred on ; 
the mayor, city council, b oard of 
works, park commissioners, b oard of 
police, or fire commissioners, water 
works b oard, city solicitor, treasurer, 
engineer or other adm inistrativ e offi­ 
cers of such city. 
The recall of any electiv e officer at 
an election petitioned for b y 25 per 
cent of the v oters is prov ided for, this 
prov ision b eing alm ost identical with 
the Shiv ely recall b ill which failed in 
the senate a few days ago. 
The sub ­ 
mission to the people of ordinances 
granting franchises is prov ided for, 
and all ordinances except those appro­ 
priating less than $200 m ust b e sub ­ 
mitted to the people if within ten days 
25 per cent of the v oters petition for 
such sub mission. 
The initiativ e of 
franchise ordinances also is prov ided 
for, this prov ision b eing the same as 
that included in the Grub e referen­ 
dum b ill which passed the senate, af­ 
ter a b itter fight on it. 


Doings in the Senate. 


The Greenwell cold storage b ill was 
passed b y the senate. 
The b ill re­ 
q uires all food products placed in cold 
storage to b e marked, stamped and 
tagged with the date of their receipt 
and the date of b eing remov ed, and 
limits the tim e of storage to nine 
months. 
The senate took a turn at salary 
raising and passed b ills b oosting the 
salaries of sev eral Marion county offi­ 
cials, and also of the state fish and 
game commissioner. 
Senator Long’s 
b ill prov iding for the b uilding of grav el 
or other improv ed roads on petition 
of the trustee of a township failed b y 
a v ote of 16 to 25. 
The senate passed the Hib b erd b ill, 
making it unlawful to kill q uails, prai­ 
rie chickens and pheasants for a pe­ 
riod of fiv e years, b ut after some ex­ 
citement, during which there was 
great activ ity on the part of those in­ 
terested in the departm ent of fisheries 
and game, the b ill was reconsidered 
b y & close v ote. It was said that the 
b ill would greatly cripple, in fact prac­ 
tically wipe out that departm ent, as 
the rev enues from hunters’ licenses is 
ab out $40,000 a year, and with a pro­ 
hib ition on killing q uails, few licenses 
would b e taken out. 


House Proceedings. 


Memb ers of the house clashed again 
ov er the uniform pub lic accounting 
law and after more than an hour of 
spirited deb ate, stood b y the law and 
William A. Dehority. chief of the b oard 
of accounts, to the extent of accepting 
at its face v alue the report filed b y 
Mr. Dehority sev eral days ago con­ 
cerning the cost of operation of the 
departm ent, the nnmb er of offices ex­ 
amined, the cost thereof and the 
amount of money recov ered as a result 
of the examinations. 
Bj’ a v ote of 48 
to 46 
the report was receiv ed and 
spread of record in the house for the 
inspection of the memb ers. 
The Keegan b ill, to extend to women 
the right to v ote in municipal elec­ 
tions, caused a lot of agile statesm en 
in the house to duck and sidestep, b ut 
b y a v ote of 45 to 40 the house stood 
against 
summ arily killing the b ill, 
which went to engrossment. 
The Redwood b ill to prov ide for re­ 
m onstrances against pub lic improv e­ 
ments in fifth class cities and in towns, 
wa* adv anced to engrossm ent b y the 
adoption of a m inority report amend­ 
ing the b ill so as to make it possib le 
for 80 per cent of the resident free­ 
holders on a street, sidew'alk or alley 
to rem onstrate against an improv e­ 
ment.* The Wise b ill, which prov ides 
for the reinstatem ent of a disb arred 
or suspended attorney on a motion 
made in any superior or circuit court, 
or b efore any judge of the appellate 
court, went to engrossment. This b ill 
is said to apply to ab out fourteen a t­ 
torneys in the state who desire to re­ 
open their cases b efore judges outside 
their home counties. 
An effort to limit all deb ate in the 
house hereafter to fiv e minutes to each 
memb er was defeated.
